Now that the "cut out" question has 
practically been disposed of, we deem 
it not amiss to offer a few suggestions 
M the tobacco growers of the county. 

The sentiment throughout the state 
ieems for a reduced acreage this year, 
md while every farmer is free to fol- 
low Ma own IneHnation in tiie matter, 
.ve think that the holding down of the 
production will aid materially in secur- 
ing a better price for tiie 1911 crop. 

Many growers returning from the 
breaks and loose leaf markets have 
told tiie Record tint tohaeeo was bring- 
ing a good price, considering the quali- 
ty, that it was undoubtedly the poorest 
.>rop they ever saw <^ersd for sale in 
the state. 

It now behooves the growers to look 
Afell to the quality of the tobacco they 
)roduce. The day when tobacco brought 
a good price just because it was tobacco 
las passed. There is too much to choose 
irom, and it is now being bought solely 
)n ciaaB. Put in just what you can 
.•omfortably handle, take into consider- 
ition the visible supply of help, do not 
cake d Mm es a on being alile to secure 
idditionol help, it is hard to get when 
you need it most, put in what you are 
sure you can Imndle with the hdp at 
/pur command. 

Another important item is your barn 
room. Be sore you have ample bom 
room to accomodate the acreage you 
put in, do not put in so much that you 
m\\ be compelled to crowd it m your 
oarn, thereby taking a big chance on 
house bum. Cultivate your crop care- 
fully and well, if you do not know how 
get someone who does. It is not every 
farmer be he ever so skillful, who 
knows how to raise tobacco, and it will 
pay you to podtot your pride and aatk 
information. 

Do not let the worms take jrou, worm 
eaten tobacco, when it bringa anything 
at all, commands an inferior price. 
Much better to have a few acres less 
properly handled than to have more than 
you can properly care for, and you will 
find in the long run that a small crop 
properly handled will profit you more 
than a large one handled in an indiffer- 
ent manner.
